Pitching nia voice high the lookout at 


the luiiiLhead of the menhaden steamer 
Shouts out gleefully: "A school! A 
uohool!" and immediately all ia bustle 
kind excitement on board. 


"As this is a new experience to you, 


tir, yon shall have a seat with me in my 
boat." 
, "thank you, captain; I am' only too 
eager to see the fun." 
. _The crews now take their placea in the 
seine "boa^j, while two of the party, 
known as drivers, go out in advance in 
little thirteen foot boats to learn the 
direction in which the school is. moving, 
and to mark out its size. The jolly cap- 
tain—a true type of the traditional Cape 
Oodder, square built, sturdy, genial, hia 
face bronzed by years of exposure to 
sunshine and sea breezes and very intel- 
ligent withal—takes his place at the in- 
side bow oar in one of the seine boats, 
and the mate a corresponding position in 
the other, and by the time they read, 
the school the drivers describe the move- 
ments of the fish. 


They now begin throwing out tht 


seine, each boat going in an opposite di 
rection around the school, the drivers in 
the meantime splashing the water to 
keep the fish from escaping. Soon the 
boats meet, and all hands now pull at 
the parse line, the net and cork line. 
The steamer ia brought alongside, and 
after the fish are driven well together 
the net is fastened to the steamer's side 
and they are baled into the hold by 
means of a large dip net run by a don- 
key engine. 


The nest thing on the programme is 


to prepare the menhaden for salting, to 
be used as bsit^f or which there is great 
demand. This is a simple process, but 
to me ita novelty invests it with partic- 
ular interest. The head of the fish ii 
taken in the left hand of the workman, 
and with a peculiarly shaped knife held 
in the right hand he cuts a slice, longi- 
tudinally, from each side of the body, 
leaving the head and vertebras to, be 
thrown away or occasionally to be 
pressed for oil. The slivers are salted 
and packed in barrels, 


This opening act of the day's drama 


ended, Captain Williams invites me to 
accompany him into the cabin, and the 
jolly skipper there entertains me with 
some interesting points about the fishery. 
"It's queer how many different names 


the menhaden is known by," observes 
the skipper. "Fact is, it has more ali- 
ases than a veteran criminal—more nick- 
names than there were colors to Joseph's 
coat. Besides the more common name 
of "menhadon it is knows as pogy, bony- 
fish, inossbunker, hardhead, wbitefisb, 
bunker, oldvrife, bugfish, cbeboy, ell- 
wife, alewife, fatback, greentail, wife 
and yellowtail shad. 
It's about as long 


as the common sea herring, but is deep- 
er and more robust looking. Its aver- 
age length is from twelve to fifteen 
inches. 1 hardly need tell you that it in 
valuable as a bait fish, it excelling all 
others as such; that as a food resource 
it is thought to have great qualtities, 
that its chief value is as a fetilizer and 
and that it is also valuable for the oil 
and scrap produced by cooking and 
pressing them. 


"For illustration, here are some min- 


utes I made in my memorandum book 
in regard to what was done in the year 
1880, which was a fair representative sea 
son. 
That year the total weight of tho 


catch was 576,000 pounds—equivalent to 
about 700,000,000 menhaden in number 
Pretty big army, eh? Quantity of oil pro- 
duced, 2,066,396 gallons, and of gnano 
68,904 tons, having a total value of 
|2,084,641. Capital invested in steamers, 
| etc,, and their outfit and in factories, 
f $2,362,841. AB compared with previous 
{ vears, however, the yield of oil was 


small." 
"About how long, captain, does tho 


catching season last?" 


"Well, you see, as soon as the men- 


haden make their appearance in the 
spring, vessels start in pursuit of "em, 
and continue capturing 'em till they dis- 
appear in the fall. From the menhaden 
oil and guano factories along the south- 
ern coast of New England, New York 
and New Jersey shores, the fleets of 
steam and sail vessels Begin their cruiser 
early in May, chasing the fish along the 
shores and in the sounds, wherever they 
can be found. The vessels seldom cruise 
more'n ten OF fifteen miles from land. 
The total area of the gronn$ IB estimated 
at 5,350 square geographical miles. 


"The average steamer ia about the size 


of this one. That is tp Bay, some 70 tong 
measurement, 80 feet long, 17 feet beam, 
7J£feet depth of hold and seven feet 
draft aft and costs $16,000. It costs not 
far from $1,000 a month for wages, fuel 
and provisions to run it. Like this boat, 
they are screw steamers and ore rfggecj 
with one mast for'ard, which is iittec} 
with a crana for taking ill the catch. 
The men's quarters are in tbe for'castle. 
The fish are stored in bulk in the hold, 
The engine house, as you Bee, is astern 
the main hatch, with coal bunkers open- 
ing on deck each side. All of 'em have 
fitted to the bulwarks on either side, 
near the stern, cranes for the boats, and 
towing chocks are set in the deck on 
either quarter aft. Tbe hold or tank for 
storing the fish is water tight There 
are some steamers engaged in the fishery 
which are more'n 150 feet long, carrying 
from twenty-seven to thirty men, and 
coat $30,000 and upward. Most of the 
steamers carry four seine boats. 


"Since steamers -h»ve coin* into^ogue 


the factories .have greatly itforeaeed 
their facilittea fo»- handling large catch/ 


The first factory could %ork up 


inndred barrels a. day, while 
'factories take from 3,000 to 
B daily."—New York Herald.

The disposition evinced by the people 


to free themselves from the thraldom of 
party, is causing the bosses and place 
hunters much uneasiness. They seem to 
think that they hava a mortgage on the 
citizen, and that ho ia their political 
slave, doomed to do their dirty worK in 
each recurring campaign. They are now 
vehemently wielding the party lash and 
intimidating those who do not stop to 
think that they have an indisputable 
right to participate ia any political 
movement that they have reason to 
believe will benefit the community. It 
appears that in California, as in Nevada, 
the bosses and their organ; threaten those 
•who manifest a disposition to act Inde- 
pendently with dire evils, which causes 
the Examiner to moralize as follows: 


"The angry and {contemptuous tone 


taken by sundry esteemed contempo- 
raries toward the independent political 
movements -which are now attracting so 
much notice, is a proof of how prone 
thiek-and-thin partisans are to lose sight 
of the true nature and purposes of parties. 
The only reason for tue existence of a 
party is that it represents certain ideas 
which its members desire to see carried 
into piactice. When a party ceases to 
represent the ideas that a citizen believes 
in, and docs not represent them as well 
as some other party, he is little better 
than a fool if he "continues to vote with 
it. -In the silver-producing States, for 
example, a great many meu who have 
heretofore classed tluinselves as Demo- 
crats or Republicimj hold that free coin- 
age is tbe paramount issue of the day. 
The plutforni of neither party satisfies 
them, and they deem both Cleveland and 
Harrison inimical to their cause. There- 
fore, they ara moving for the forrnirtioD 
of a party of their own which shall stand 
for free coinage above everything else. 
The Examiner is of the opinion that the 
tariff transcends in immediate impor 
tance all other questions in tbis cam- 
paign, but this does not prevent it from 
perceiving and admitting the right of 
other people to think diifurcntly and to 
act accordingly. The citizens who are 
convinced that free coinage, prohibition 
or any other question should take prece- 
dence, behave in obedience to good 
senae and logic when they resort to what 
seems to them the most effective means 
for achieving the realization of their 
Tiews, or of giving most emphatic ex- 
pression to them.

It is the privilege of every 


minority in this free country to endeavor 
to make itself a majority, nnd no vigor- 
ous minority can choose any menus of 
getting a hearing so sure to be effective 
as organizing for a showing of strength 
at [the polls. If either of the regular 
parties is frightened at the prospect ol 
losing the votes of the Silverites, the Pro": 
hibitionists, or any other element of the 
people, it can secure their support by 
•pledging itself to [carry out their ideas. 
The organs of any party which is not 
willing to do that have no justification 
for reviling tho men who seek some other 
road to roach their end.

Ly thoir lives have been spent. 
For the 


,ist fivo yeuis they have lived vrith their 
i G-cnta uiul .'.istevs at 801 Jny street, an.l 
're very domestic, industrious girla, i-ar- 
iii? for their yonasjer sisters and aiding 
licit1 niothuv in a good old fiishioned 
.v,-iy so seldom iii vogue now. 


Of iill ihe family the}' two alono arc- 


•ndowofl with the gift of song, Mary 
lavnij; a strong, clear soprano and Liz- 
ie a contralto of wouderful strength 
inrt boantj*. 
To them the gift seemed 


0 bo divinely given, and they decided 
iven while children that it must be used 
'or some good end, some purpose. 


For a time they sang in cfinrches, re- 


ceiving large salaries for their services,

HE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


of Washoe county, Nevndo, by virtue of the 


power and authority in them vested by ttie laws of 
ho 8t»t» of >evndn, do ordaii. a* follows, 
SncTiOH 1. Jt thall be nnlawfnl for any person 
» i<orsoi'» to e'ect or mointtin any bctbod wire 
fence or fencing of »ny I ind or for any purpose 
w \mlevei withlu ihe limits of the town of Hcno. 


EBO a. Any barbed wire fence or fencing of 


any kind now existing or which may he hereafter 
erected witETn th» corporate limits of the town of 
Bo,lo shall be deemed a nuisance. 


SEO 3. Any person or persons who shall here- 


ifter erect or mnintBin a'iy barbed wire fence or 
rncinR of any hind or for anv purpose or shall nso 
>nrbed wire, in connection with nny other maierial 
whatever for fencing purposes within the corpor- 
ate limits of the town of Heno shall be deemed 
Giiilly of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
.hevtof before any Court of competent jurisdiction 
,hall bo fined in ouy sum not exceeding fifty dol- 
aro or be Imprisoned in the City and Oonntj Jail 
not rxceeding twenty-five days, or may be pun- 
shed by both such fine and imprisonment. And 
it shall be the du y of the Judge or Justice before 
whom the ease n*ay ba tried, in case of conviction, 
to enter an order directing the Chief of tolice or 
other peace officer of said town to forthwith re- 
move such nuisauce.
